cepted the Mines Road leading from 
lilvermore to the county line on the 
way to the Magneslte mines which are 
located a number of mil^s below the 
county line in Santa Clara county. 


This means a great deal for the en- 


richment of Livermore, Oakland and 
Alameda 
county 
because It makes 


some of the richest mineral section of 
Santa Clara county tributary to this 
county, the product of which will be 
worked up in the immense factories 
now ready at the foot of Fifth avenue 
in this city. 


COST OF ROAD- 


The'action of the Supervisors was 


based on the recommendation of Coun- 
ty Surveyor Prather, who sent in a 
communication to that -effect, 
which 


also showed that there is now due 
Schmidt {10,837-37, and that there will 
be due him, 35 days from date, $li,- 
994.25- 


On motion of Supervisor Horner, 


the road was accepted by the unani- 
mous vote of the board. 


The road is twelve miles long and 


the contract price for the same was 
$47,977. This sum was reduced by ?!,- 
523 which was figured as the cost of 
a concrete bridge over a chasm which 


was included in the original contract, 
because abutting landowners refused 
to allow the road to be built on-their 
property.

RIGHT-OF-WAY GRANTED. 


Since the contract was let and the 


building of the road was inaugurated, 
the permission, referred to has been 
secured and a deed to the right-of-way 
through the. property was today filed 
with the Supervisors, the grantors be- 
ing Mr.' and Mrs. Henry L,' Ecuy.er o£ 
Murray Township. 


The deed covers a strip of land 66 


feet in width which, at each end, is 
connected with the Mines Road. 


SOMETHING SAVED. 


-The 'dedication of this strip for a 


county road saved the expenditure of 
J1.523 for the concrete bridge in ques- 
tion and this amount therefore is. to be

btsbion because of its present oc- 
cupation by Japanese forces. 


.The Russians, on the contrary, 


insist that up to 1850 Japan had 
never claimed any right.to Sak- 
halin and at that .time only twen- 
ty-five unmarried Japanese lived 
in'the south of the island during 
the fishing season. 
Admiral 


Peoutiatine opened the -eyes of 
the Japanese to the value of Sak- 
halin when he went there in 1804 
and initiated negotiations for th! 
possession of the entire island by 
Russia. It was then that Japan, 
in order to make good her claims, 
tried to colonize the island and 
stated that the Aino race which 
lives there belonged to (he san:e 
family as the original inhabitants 
of the northern islands off Japan. 


In 1859 Mouraieveff, governor- 


general of Amur, tried to per- 
suade Japan to yield her claim to 
the south part of Sakhalin, but 
did not succeed, as the Americans 
had already begun to support the 
Japanese in. their attitude against 
Russia. The reports of all the 
Russian consuls in Sakhalin up 
to1 the year ISTO'stated that the 
Japanese efforts to colonize the 
island Jia'd; failed because of 
the 


rigorous, climate. The 
negotia- 


tions between-Russia-.and Japan 
started in 1850 and. .continued for 
twenty years, ending in the trea- 
ty of 1875 by which the sovereign- 
ty of Russia over the whole island

and the quarters arc very much cramped. 
At times it is even necessary to have 
classes recite in the principal's 
office 


and two must recite at once in opposite 
ends of the laboratory. The enrollment 
ot I'll! students so Ear exceeded the ex- 
pectations of the Trustees that no ade- 
quate preparations had been made. Only 
100" seats and desks had been provided, 
and it has been necessary to order twenty 
more, 
vSome will be broader and can 


accommodate more than one pupil. 
At 


present many have to sit on chairs. 


Not for long can the Meirose Grammar 


School students be housed on the lower 
floor of the building. At the heginnin^ 
of the next school year the High School 
will have to look elsewhere- for accom- 
modations. The Trustees have not much 
of any idea where they can put the in- 
stitution arid it will be necessary to act 
pretty soon. 


Speaking of the crying need for a sepa- 
rate edifice for the High School, Mr. 
Rossetar said recently: 


"Everybody concedes the absolute ne- 


cessity of a High School now. The need 
of a permanent building is only less 
urgent. The Metrcrse building is already 
crowded by its students and. we can have 
the top story only until the end" of this 
year. 


"Work .should ,be commenced at once 


on calling a bond election to raise money 
for a brick and stone building. 
If the 


.arrangements 
were 
commenced 
this 


week the construction could not be com- 


pleted before January, 1907. Everything1 
takes .so 
much 
time. Plans must be 


drawn and approved, the contract adver- 
tised and let, the money must tie raised 
and the construction done.

TELLS WHEN WHARFAGE TOLLS 


ARE COLLECTED BY 


COMPANY. 


SAN FRANCISCO, August 21.—The 


Southern Pacific Company has filed, with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission an' 
answer to the complaint of the Pacific 
Coast Jobbers' .and Manufacturers' Asso- 
ciation that the company has been col- 
lecting and retaining State wharfage 
tolls in cases where ^he merchandise is 
not .-carried 
over 
the 
Government 
wharves. 
• 
' , 
The answer is a general and particu- 
lar denial of all the allegations made by 
the complainant association, and no at- 
tempt is made to argue the facts of the 
controversy. The Southern Pacific Com- 
pany properly collects wharfage toll on 
all merchandise brought by it across the 
bay to San Francisco, and turns over the 
amount of that toll to the State Harbor 
Commissioners. The charge of the Job- 
bers' and Manufacturers' Association was 
that the toll is also collected by the com- 
pany in regard to freight coming Into 
San Francisco by way of the coast line 
which never sees the wharves. The toll 
is at the rate of 5 cents a ton, amount- 
ing to about $1 on every carload, and It 
is superseded to the freight charged by 
the company and retained by it, accord- 
ing to the complaint. 
In its answer the company denies that 
it charges or collects any tolls in addi- 
tion to freight. transported across the 
water front; that there have been any 
protests by San' Francisco consignees 
against such alleged payment; that it 
collects anything except lawful freight 
rates; that it collects any additional 
charges for State tolls where none are 
paid by it. or that the imposition of any 
charge constitutes an unjust discrimina- 
tion against San Francisco.

J. C- STUBBS COMES TO LOOK AF- 


TER BUSINESS OF THE 


HARRIMAN' LINES. 


SAN FRANCISCO, August 21.—J. C. 


Stubbs, traffic director of the Harriman 
lines, arrived here yesterday after a 
strenuous two weeks' session -with the 
Railroad Commissioners of the State of 
Washington. 
It is the gossip of local 


railroad circles that Mr. Stubbs has un- 
dertaken a herculean task in endeavoring 
to protect the traffic interests of the 
Harriman roads in the various rate-re- 


I vision schemes which 
the 
Washington 
Commissioners now have under consid- 
eration. He came West with President 
Harrlman's party, but, instead of 
ac- 
companying the party to this city, re- 
mained in the Northwest to keep an 
eye on the Washington 
Commissioners 
and help them with his advice and good 
judgment on traffic problems. 
The Washington Railroad Commission 
was .created by an act of the last Legis- 
lature, which was wafted into office on .a 
platform of railroad rate revision. 
The 
new Commission has been given powers 
equal to those of the Texas Commission, 
and Is now going over the entire rate sit- 
uation with a view of making a general 
reduction in all railroad rates. Among 
other things the Commission has estab- 
lished a ruling that the roads must make 
Joint rates for an interchange of busi- 
ness. 
Stubbs has been diligently fight- 
ing this phase of the rate revision ques- 
tion, contending that while the Commis- 
sioners have power to fix rates they can- 
not compel the roads to interchange busi- 
ness. 
Mr. Stubbs expects to remain in 
the city a fe wdays and may return to 
Washington before going East. 
With Traffic Director Stubbs is J. P. 
O'Brien, general manager of the Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation Company and 
the Southern Pacific lines in Oregon, to 
which position he was recently appointed 
as - successor to B. A. Worthington, and 
W. W. Cotton, head of the law depart- 
ment of the Oregon Railroad and Naviga- 
tion Company at Portland; Cotton refus- 
ed a Federal Judgeship not long ago to 
remain with the Harriman Interests.

T. Burke of the Southern Pacific law 
department, who has just

from a trip to Tonopah and GoldflelS. 
says that the conversion of the Tono- 
pah Railroad from a narrow gauge' to 
a standard-gauge road is one'of the 
most notable feats in railroad construc- 
tion ever accomplished on the coast. 


"The sixty-five miles of road from 


the junction with the Carson and Colo- 
rado road into Tonopah was changed 
from a narrow-gauge road to a stand- 
ard-gauge road in just 
eight 
hours 
last Sunday," he said yesterday. "I rode 
into Tonopah on the first broad-gauge 
train' last Sunday evening. Earlier In 
the day a narrow.-^auge train ran over 
the entire road from Tonopah to So- 
daville.

"The change of gauge was effected by 
simply shifting one rail along the en- 
tire length of the road. 
Broadgauge 
ties had previously been 'laid under the 
rails, and for the purpose of simplify- 
ing the shifting-of .the. rail the outer 
spike had bseri driven in each tie. As- 
soon as the morning train had passed' 
over the road .the tracklayihg gangs 
started work. Four hundred men were 
employed on the . wofk.divided 
into

to . ,r«.lay. Spikes, were

When the' broadgauge train 
came along in the evening it was found 
that the cars would not pass the water 
tank, and the train was detained two 
hours until a construction crew could 
shift the track to overcome the obsta- 
cle.

Insane from starvation and exposure, 


Henry Harris. 35 years old, died at the 
Livermore City Jail, yesterday, where he 
had been taken by Southern Pacific Rail- 
road men, who found the dying man hid- 
den in a pile of brush near the tracks 
at Midway, fourteen miles cast of Liver- 
more. 


Terribly emaciated, a mere shadow o 


a man. delirious and ur.able to stand on 
his feet, the suffering wanderer, wh 
had been roaming the hills like a wile 
man for days, succumbed before he could 
give any account of himself. During In 
tervals of comparative rationality the 
dying wayfarer said enough to disclose 
Ills name, age and nativity. Through 
the night he lapsed 
into 
unconscious 
spells. 
Early yesterday morning v the 


signs-of approaching death -were manifest 
and at 9:30 o'clock he died. 


TVHllam Saulpaugh, engineer of an ex 


tra freight train running west from Mid 
way. 
noticed the form of a man pros- 
trate in a clump of bushes near the 
track as the train was pulling slowly 
over the grade near Altamont. 
Saul- 


paugh thought the man might have been 
injured or killed by accident, and he 
stopped to Investigate. He called Con- 
ductor Hanford. and with others «£ the 
train crew they went to the recumbent 
figure. The man was not dead, but was 
In such a debilitated condition that It 
was with difficulty he could be carried to 
the caboose. 
The trainmen cared for 


the dying sufferer until they arrived at 
Uvermore, where he was turned over 
to the city authorities. Harris was out 
of hla head and could not talk coherently 
long enough to help the inquirers in 
their efforts to learn something about his 
case. 
Dr. H. G. McGlll and Dr. Collins were 


called to attend the patient. Tney pro- 
nounced him as dying from starvation. 
He was watched carefully through the 
night. 


Deputy Coroner F. Conrad, who took 
charge of the case, could find nothing 
that would -clear up the man's antece- 
dents.

He was about five 
feet ten Inches tall and wore a black 
beard.

Suburban Growth. 


Los Angeles and its suburbs are making marvelous growth. 


The population of the city of Los Angeles has doubled within five 
years, and it is now fully apparent that the census of 1910 will show 
the population of that city !o be not less than 250,000, the population 
today being in excess of 200,000. But. this is only one part of the 
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should be restricted to that which is solely necessary to the carry- 
ing on of the Government. The Government, as we have it, is 
simply a number of office holders, most of them anxious to retain 
their official power and emoluments, and not a bit slow in discover- 
ing ways and means that lead naturally to that end. We need go 


further than this city to find Government ownership carried out

terest of the people of this city to put into the hands of its present 
rulers, or of certain politicians who are quite willing to become its 
future rulers, the management of all their affairs?

"But it is claimed that the National Government is run upon 


a higher plane of morals and business principles 
Well,, that de- 


pends upon whose party is m power, and, if we are to take the tes- 
timony of party organs upon both sides, it may be admitted that 
there 'is good in neither. The Postoffice is frequently cited as an 
illustration of the excellent results to be had from Government 
ownership of a business enterprise. As a magnificent charity it is 
undoubtedly a success. As a sound business institution it is a 
decided failure. 


"Let the Government take over the ownership of the railroads 


and some 900,000 new offices would be created at once, and about 
4,000,000 people would be interested in keeping the incumbents in 
their positions, and another 4,000,000 or possibly twice that num- 
ber .interested in getting some other 900,000 put into them. As the 
Government cannot take other people's property without paying 
for it, it would have to provide for some $11,000,000,000 in capital 
for the purpose, and the people in a short time would witness the 
most magnificent debt-making and interest-paying ever known. To 
what a feast of extravagance, of political corruption and of office 
brokerage the advocates of Government ownership would invite 
us. The interesting point in it all is that those who advocate this 
remed> for the condition which prevailed a month ago overlook 
entirely the fact that the trouble arose between a private manufact- 
uring concern and its employes. How would Government owner- 
ship of railroads have prevented the strrke of the Pullman Company's 
employes'" 


H. E. Huntington, who has contributed so much to the growth

It is therefore not in a spirit of complaint but 
of expostulation that we say that the suburbs of San Francisco 
need to take on the modern mood. The steam railroad through 
Seventh street of this city is a town killer. Greater Oaklknd is 
eventually to embrace Alameda and Berkeley, and beyond all this 
Oakland is rapidly becoming a city in its own right and not a de- 
pendency. But whether a suburb or an independent city it wants to 
banish the dust, the soot, the noise and the screech 'of the locomo-

It wants modern electric communication in all its parts, with 


its suburbs and with the city across the bay.

In the past five years as many as 300,000 strangers have visited 


California. It is the Soast of the overland lines of transportation 
that cheap colonist and excursion rates are bringing vast numbers 
of people to the State, but Southern California has been the chief 
beneficiary of this influx. There is no reason why the region lying 
around San Francisco and San Pablo bays should not be vastly 
more prosperous than any part of Southern California. We have 
a better cliruute and a vastly greater commercial future, but we 
have not kept abreast of modern methods, and have not taken on 
the modern mood. There is everywhere the survival of primitive- 
ness, and tardiness of growth is the' result. This is far from saying 
that San Francisco and the cities about the bay have not made a 
very rapid growth, but it is a declaration that that growth would 
be greatly facilitated by modernizing the spirit of progress upon 
which our present and future growth must necessarily depend. 


Dr. Briggs of Nashville, Tenn , advocates race suicide for the

In speaking of the yellow fever outbreak several of our con- 


temporaries have referred to New Orleans as an unhealthy city for 
whites to live in. The mortality statistics collected by the Federal 
Census Bureau (just published) show that the death rate in New 
Orleans for last year was less than the death rate of either Boston, 
New York or Philadelphia, while the mortality among negroes in 
New Orleans was fifty per cent higher than the mortality among 
whites. These facts scarcely need comment. It is true, however, 
that comparatively few negroes die of yellow fever, but on the other 
hand the disease carries off only a small proportion of the whites 
born in Louisana. It is whites who come to New Orleans from 
radically different climates mainly who die of yellow fever.

Schoolchildren 


of Berkeley. 


BERKELEY, August 21.—Nearly three 


hundred more children have registered 
during the first three weeks of school 
this year than last year, according to the 
weekly bulletin of City Superintendent 
S. D. Waterman. Superintendent Water- 
man says: 


"The enrollment at the end of the 


third week of school, in all the schools 
except the Lincoln, shows an increase 
in the enrollment over the first month 
of last year of 2S2. This Includes an 
estimate of the prospective enrollment of 
the Lincoln School. 


"A number o£ pupils have been re- 


fused 
admission 
to 
the 
commercial 


school, as there are more students there 
already than the present corps of teach- 
ers can handle successfully. 
The enroll- 


ment in the Higrh School is 765 to date. 
The total enrollment 
in the grammar 


schools is 3344, making a total of 4,109. 


CONDITION OF HIGH SCHOOL. 


"If money is not available for the pur- 


pose, and if the plan of finishing base- 
ment rooms for the use of the classes 
in the High School is not deemed feas- 
ible, perhaps a temporary pressure might 
be relieved by the purchase and erection 
of two or more portable school rooms. 
If there is' any ^difficulty in securing 
proper light for'the basement rooms .the 
portable school 
rooms 
may be made 


available at much less expense than 
would be incurred by finishing the base- 
ment rooms. 


"The additions to the Lincoln and,San 


Pablo schools are well under way and' 
will be finished within a month. The 
contractors oTthe Whittier and Le Conte 
schools say that without doubt they will 
be completed by the 10th of October, un- 
less there is some unforseen delay in 
procuring material or laborers. In spite 
of the difficulty 'attending the opening 
of schools this year, in most of the 
classes the work is progressing finely.*

The train which struck the trolley 


car was composed of fourteen freight 
cars being pushed east on the tracks 
by a Butte, Anaconda & Pacific en- 
gine. 


The street oar was approaching from 


the south, and there are 
conflicting 


stories as to whether it made the usual 
crossing stop, although it is believed 
it did. 


Conductor Hoaglanfl says he was on 


top of the train with a lantern and 
warned the .motorman, but the latter 
put on speed and attemped to cross in 
front of the moving train.

SCHOOLS IN NEW YORK WILL BE 


OVERCROWDED DESPITE NEW 


BUILDINGS. 


NEW YORK, August 21.—Although 


more., new. school buildings ana addi- 
tions have been 
constructed during 


this summer than in any previous sea- 


son, 
-there is serious apprehension 


among members of the Board of Edu- 
cation that when the schools of Great- 
er New York are thrown open Septem- 
ber 11, an unprecedented number of 
children are certain to seek admission 
in 
certain 
sections of the city and 


cannot.be accommodated. In the five 
boroughs there ars now new buildings 
and additions, 'completed 
and under 


construction, and sufficient to provide 
sittings for 97,160 pupils—86,550 in ele- 
mentary grades and 10,610'in,two new 
high schools. Several of these build- 
ings will not be ready before the mid- 
dle of the winter, but there .will be at 
least .60,000 more sittings available at 
the opening of the term this year than 
last.

last September the total registration 
hi the public schools was 5GS.232 pu- 
pils. 
This was an increase of 33,720 


over 1903. 


This year an extraordinary increase 


in school population is looked for 
in 


some sections of: Brooklyn and in the 
Bronx, where. many school' buildings 
started last spring on a small1 scale, 
have been doubled in size. Despite ef- 
forts to .keep pace with the shifting 
and increase of population, it is feared 
that thousands of children will.be shut 
out until more room can-'"be supplied.

THOUSANDS VISIT 


STRANGERS 
FROM 
HOME 
AND 


ABROAD THRONG HOTELS 


OF THE CITY. 


NEW YORK, August 21.—A glance 


at the hotel registers, thronged res- 
taurants and: cafes, streams of theater- 
goers and countless sight-seeing ve- 
hicles, show that there are more vis- 
itors in New York at the present time 
than at any corresponding period in 
years. Nearly every one of the ninety 
large hotels1' devoted to the accommo- 
dation of transient visitors, in which 
there is a total of more than 21,000 
rooms, is filled to its capacity, and so 
are the eighty apartment hotels for 
the same class, where there are 20,000 
rooms. 


It is estimated that-in these 170 car- 


avansaries alone something like 100,- 
000 persons have been received in the 
last week and in the extent to which 
this kind, of travel is growing is in- 
dicated by the fact that south of One- 
hundredth street about- 5,000 more 
rooms are being made ready in' hotels 
yet in course, of construction. Many 
of the hotel^patrons are foreigners, but 
the great majority are Americans who 
have come to "see New York."
